
Burglaries on the rise 

Police pledge to reduce crime figures 


DORCHESTER’S police chief has pledged to rise to 
the challenge of reducing the number of burglaries 
which rocketed by almost 25 per cent last year. 

Although overall crime in the county town has 
dropped by almost 12 per cent, burglaries continue to 
be a problem. 

Official figures show there were 94 incidents of 
homes and 306 of non-residential properties burgled 
last year in Dorchester, a rise of 28 on the previous 
year. 

Incidents of fraud and drug offences were also on the 
rise in 2010 during a year which saw 2,513 crimes in 
total including 43 sexual offences and 462 acts of vi¬ 
olence against another person. 

Anti-social behaviour showed a sharp drop of 15.3 
per cent but remained one of the town’s top priorities

with a total of 2,444 incidents last year. 

Neighbourhood Inspector for Dorchester and Sher¬ 
borne, Les Fry, said: “We are very pleased with the 
crime figures for 2010, they are largely going in the 
right direction. 

“Our challenges for 2011 includes reducing the num¬ 
ber of dwelling and non-dwelling burglaries and 
working with the ‘No Excuse’ team to keep the roads 
of Dorchester and Sherborne safe. 

“Anti-social behaviour is down by a very impressive 
15.3 per cent across the whole section, or 441 fewer 
reports of incidents of anti-social behaviour. Although 
I’m very pleased with this reduction, we will continue 
to work with our partners to keep targeting anti-social 
behaviour and those who cause it.” 

Despite certain crimes becoming more prevalent 
throughout the town, the majority of crimes were on 
the decrease, with figures showing an overall drop of 
11.9 per cent, the equivalent of 339 fewer crimes. 

Inspector Fry said: “To see the reductions of 32.7 per 
cent for theft from vehicle and 20 per cent for theft of 
vehicle is very good. The 17.5 per cent drop in crim¬ 
inal damage is also an excellent result for our towns 
and communities. 

“Violent crime is down by 10.9 per cent, this repre¬ 
sents 62 fewer victims being injured or hospitalised 
compared to 2009. Some of the reduction in this area 
can be put down to the very good joint partnership 
work done on Operation Protect. Officers and staff 



from other agencies, such as the local authority and 
the NHS, patrol together. They visit licensed premises 
and speak to those enjoying a drink and give them ap¬ 
propriate advice.” 

Total crime across the county dropped by more than 
seven per cent last year, while sexual offences and ve¬ 
hicle crime reached its lowest level for 15 years. 

This drop in crime saw 3,617 fewer offences 
recorded by the force last year compared to 2009 - a 
reduction of 7.3 per cent. 

Chief Constable Martin Baker said: “I am pleased 
that crime continued to fall across Dorset last year but 
we are never complacent. 

“Our staff and officers work hard with partners and 
the community to continue to make Dorset safer, and 
it is by working together that we have been able to re¬ 
duce crime.” 

He added the drop in incidents of anti-social behav¬ 
iour reflected the success of their Safer Neighbour¬ 
hood Teams and the joint work they had undertaken 
with local organisations and communities to tackle 
anti-social behaviour in Dorset. 

A police spokesman said that despite some impres¬ 
sive figures there were still challenges that the Force 
must overcome in 2011, which had been highlighted 
in last year’s performance figures.

PAULA English runs Nellie May's Wholefood 
Grocers in Beaminster with her partner Neil 
Judd. 

Former German and French teacher, Paula 
opened the shop last February and has been 
on a steep learning curve as she gets to grips 
with running her first business. 

Paula moved to Dorset in 2000 and has lived 
in Bridport and Broadwindsor before moving 
to Beaminster. In her career as a teacher she 
worked short-term contracts at both Bud- 
mouth Technology College in Weymouth and 
Woodroffe Secondary School in Lyme Regis, 
she also worked a s a supply teacher for Col- 
fox School in Bridport. 

Paula's three children, Morgan, 17, Conal, 14 
and Ronan eight all attend school in Beamin¬ 
ster. 

Paula loves to travel and has spent time liv¬ 
ing in Malaysia, West Africa, Portugal and Ger¬ 
many. 


■ WHAT made you make the break from teaching? 

I decided I’d rather do something different and always 
talked about running a food shop. This is the first time 
I’ve run a shop and it’s a steep learning curve. We’ve al¬ 
ways talked about how it would be great to have a shop 
selling all this stuff we have always bought. In fact we 
are selling a lot of stuff that we didn’t really know about 
before having the shop so it’s been really interesting. 

■ WHAT is the ethos of your shop? 

The focus is on wholefoods and as many local products 
as possible. We believe in supporting local communities 
and food should ideally come from as close as possible. 
We have got a lot of Dorset, Devon and Cornwall prod¬ 
ucts which we class as fairly local. We also try to provide 
a service whereby we order things for customers as well, 
if somebody wants something particular we will order it 
in for them. 

■ WHAT superfoods would you recommend? 

I’d say that everything we’ve got is good food because 
it’s free from additives and fillers. I don’t particularly be¬ 
lieve in faddish superfoods really, we sell beetroot juice 
because it’s supposed to be wonderful but I’m not really 
a superfoods sort of person. I’m more committed to good 
quality food which hasn’t got any junk in it and I think if 
you follow a varied diet of wholefoods you are going to 
be a healthy person. We sell lots of treats too like choco¬ 
late and alcohol, it’s not just the healthy food. 



■ HOW have the community reacted to your ar¬ 
rival? 

Initially I think a lot of people were quite cautious and 
they didn’t really know what wholefoods meant. People 
came gradually and now we have got quite a lot of regu¬ 
lar customers who come in and that’s been a really good 
part of the whole experience really. We met some really 
nice people and it’s really nice to talk to people, I think 
that’s a really important part of local community life re¬ 
ally and I think people like to share stories and chat. 
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■ ARE you glad you stopped teaching? 

Yeah, teaching is really enjoyable but some aspects of the 
job aren’t quite so enjoyable, the crowd control element 
takes up quite a lot of your energy as a teacher. Some¬ 
times I miss it. I miss using German because I love Ger¬ 
man, it’s my passion, but it was quite hardwork and quite 
frustrating. This is more satisfying I would say. 

■ WHAT is the biggest lesson you have learnt in 
business? 

Initially working out what we needed to buy in terms of 
furniture and how to stock the shop and ways to bring in 
more business. For example we added the ice cream 
freezer because we thought that would be a good seller 
and then we got an alcohol license because we thought 
would be good. I suppose it’s been a steep curve in learn¬ 
ing what sells and what doesn’t. Lots of good experiments 
and lots of bad ones. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

I would say Kate Adie because she is very brave and very 
intelligent. Liam Neeson, because I’ve always had a bit 
of a soft spot for him and Hugh Dennis, because he is so 
funny. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

The CD is one we have in the shop and it’s 1,000 northern 
soul tracks, because I love northern soul. The book I’m 
currently reading is a collection of Irish short stories ed¬ 
ited by Aaron Enright. The last film was ghost, about a 
ghost-writer with Ewan McGregor who played the role 
brilliantly.

Pensioners targeted 
by distraction burglars 


AN elderly Dorchester 
woman was one of a se¬ 
ries of pensioners tar¬ 
geted by distraction 
burglars in two days. 

The offenders, two men 
purporting to be water of¬ 
ficials, made off with a 
large quantity of jew¬ 
ellery from the 88-year- 
old female victim’s home 
off Cambridge Road. 

The incident at around 
12.45pm on Tuesday, 
January 11th was one of 
four reports of distraction 
burglaries in Dorset since 
Monday, January 10th.

Detectives believe that 
these offences are linked. 

Detective Inspector 
Craig Travers, of Dorset 
Police’s Major Crime In¬ 
vestigation Team, said: 
“Having spoken with all 
four victims, it appears 
that all of these distrac¬ 
tion burglaries may be 
linked - with two callous 
men seemingly targeting 
vulnerable and elderly 
people. 

“The two men, both 


Twelve vehicle 
pile-up on A35 

A TWELVE vehicle pile-up was the latest crash along 
the A35 which has seen five people hospitalised with 
serious injuries in just a week. 

The latest incident near Askerswell saw a 70-year- 
old escape with only a broken ankle. 

Four other motorists received minor injuries when 
the 10 cars and two heavy goods vehicles crashed in 
heavy fog. 

Motorists were forced into long diversions after the 
road was closed for around three and a half hours be¬ 
tween Dorchester’s Monkey Jump and Bridport round¬ 
abouts and Winterbourne Abbas. 

Ambulances attended the scene at the crossroads of 
Litton Cheney and Long Bredy on Januaruy 13th 
along with fire crews and police. 

Police crime scene investigators are continuing with 
their search for answers to explain the events sur¬ 
rounded the incident. 

Last week a 60-year-old motorcyclist received a frac¬ 
tured right leg when he crashed with a car on West 
Street in Bere Regis just off the A35. 

The motorcyclist was taken to Dorset County Hos¬ 
pital by the county’s Police helicopter after he was in¬ 
volved with a head-on collision with a Ford Mondeo 


The two people in the car were uninjured in the crash 
on Sunday, January 9th morning. 

That same day three men in their 20s escaped with 
their lives when the dark coloured Rover 220 car they 
weretravelling in smashed into a Charmouth wall. 

The men were taken to Dorset County Hospital with 
serious injuries after their car drove through a wooden 
fence, careened across a grass verge and clipped a 
brick pillar before hitting a wall outside Thistlegate 
House Residential Care Home. 

A Charmouth resident reported hearing a car with a 
modified exhaust driving up and down the road just 
before the accident at around 2am. 

Police are investigating the circumstances surround¬ 
ing the crash, involving the men from the local are 
aged 20, 23 and 25-years-old. 


white and aged in their 
thirties or forties, appear 
to have travelled across 
the county and attempted 
to trick their way into 
victims’ homes.” 

The incidents, in which 
the men have attempted 
to gain entry to pension¬ 
ers’ homes before steal¬ 
ing money and jewellery, 
happened at addresses in 
Dorchester, Poole and 
Blandford. 

On Monday, January 
10th, an 80-year-old 
woman reported she had 
been the victim of an at¬ 
tempted distraction bur¬ 
glary in Blandford. 
Nothing was stolen. 

The next day police re¬ 
ceived a report of an in¬ 
cident in Puddletown at 
around 11.45 am - noth¬ 
ing had been stolen from 
the 80-year-old victim. 


Later that day at around 
1.30pm offenders en¬ 
tered an address in Poole 
and stole money from an 
82-year-old woman. 

Police are investigating 
hotels in the 
Bournemouth area after a 
man - who matches the 
descriptions of one of the 
distraction burglars - at¬ 
tempted to stay at a hotel 
in the town’s centre. 

DI Travers said: “This 
man, who was accompa¬ 
nied by two young boys, 
was reported to police 
after he checked into a 
hotel and behaved very 
unusually before almost 
immediately leaving. 

“I believe that this man 
probably went on to 
check into another hotel 
or guesthouse in the 
Bournemouth area and 
possibly also checked 
into other hotels on ear¬ 
lier dates. 

“I would like to speak 


with any hoteliers who 
may have had a similar 
man and two young boys 
stay with them over the 
last few days. 

“Anyone with any in¬ 
formation, and anyone 
who witnessed any of the 
distraction burglaries, is 
urged to contact police as 
soon as possible.” 

The man police would 
like to speak with is 
white, aged in his thirties 
or forties, around five 
feet nine inches tall, with 
blonde hair. 

The two boys are both 
white and aged around 
10 and 14. One of the 
boys has distinctive curly 
blonde hair.

Funding cuts challenge for police 


FUNDING reductions 
totalling £17million 
could hamper Dorset po¬ 
lice’s ability to continue 
slashing the crime rate 
across the county. 

Police believe the most 
significant challenge 
they face over the com¬ 
ing 12 months and be¬ 
yond will be to continue 
delivering the same level 
of policing to residents 
across Dorset whilst 
dealing with a consider¬ 
able reduction in funding 
over the next four years. 

The force’s One Team 
Programme has exam¬ 
ined ways in which 
Dorset Police can be¬ 
come more efficient and 
generate savings, while 
delivering the best possi¬ 
ble service across the 
county. 

Chief Constable Martin 
Baker said: “We cannot 
underestimate the sever¬ 
ity of the financial chal¬ 
lenge. 

“Over the next four 


years the force needs to 
reduce its annual spend¬ 
ing by £16.8 milli on, this 
is in addition to the in¬ 
year spending cuts of 
£2.6 million that we are 


already on track to de¬ 
liver this financial year. 

“However, we have a 
robust plan focused on 
achieving performance 
improvements by chang¬ 


ing the way we are or¬ 
ganised and achieving 
even better value for 
money and I firmly be¬ 
lieve that our plan is 
achievable.”

DORSET Magistrates will be cel¬ 
ebrating 650 years of service at 
Dorchester Court by acting out 
cases from centuries gone by later 
this month. 

On Tuesday, January 25th the 
courts in High West Street will be 
opened to the public in order that 
they can witness first hand Magis¬ 
trates dealing with cases as heard 
hundreds of years ago. 

At regular intervals during the 
day, members of the Dorset Mag¬ 
istrates Association will re-enact 
the cases and pass sentences in line 
with original legislation. 

The cases and sentences will be 
both realistic and accurate and 
offer members of the local com¬ 
munities the opportunity to witness 
justice 18th century style.

magistrate. 

John Adams, JP, Chair of the 
Dorset Magistrates Association, 
said “We are very excited about 
marking this date in our history 
and we hope that members of the 
community will enjoy seeing the 
difference in justice then and jus¬ 
tice now. 

“It is very important that the 
Criminal Justice System is as open 
as possible in order that the com¬ 
munity’s confidence is maintained 
in one of the best legal systems in 
the world.” 


To further celebrate this momen¬ 
tous occasion there will be a serv¬ 
ice of commemoration at St Peter’s 
Church, Dorchester at 12:30pm to 
which everyone is cordially in¬ 
vited. 

Light refreshments will be avail¬ 
able afterwards and Reverend 
Vicky Thurtell will conduct the 
service. 

Entry to the court event, which 
runs from 9:15am to 4pm, is free 
and will be both educational and 
informative.

The first phase of the South 
West’s largest town centre regen¬ 
eration project, which included 
Dorchester’s new NHS Health 
Centre, has been successfully com¬ 
pleted, let and sold at the listed for¬ 
mer Eldridge Pope Head Office. 

Work on the next phase of devel¬ 
opment is scheduled for early 2011 
with an announcement expected 
shortly on the appointment of a 
new contractor for the scheme. 

The 11.5 acre scheme opposite 
Dorchester’s historic Fairfield 
Market has planning consent for 
apartments and houses, a care 
home and close-care apartments, 
42 shops and restaurants and two 
hotels. 

Commercial pre-lets for phase 
two have been agreed with Hobbs, 
Cafe Rouge, Pizza Express and 
Odeon cinema. A number of addi¬ 
tional retail and leisure pre-lets is 
to be announced shortly. 


Nigel Robson, Director of Reso¬ 
lution, said: “Dorchester is an af¬ 
fluent town benefiting from strong 
population growth resulting in 
good demand and pre-sales. 

“There is also pent-up demand 
from retailers and restaurants seek¬ 
ing modern units, which will be 
provided in an attractive and invit¬ 
ing environment that we are confi¬ 
dent will establish itself as a new 
retail and cultural quarter within 
Dorchester.” 

The project also includes The 
Maltings Arts Centre and Hardy 
Theatre, the county town’s first 
theatre, and a new station at 
Dorchester South on the line to 
London Waterloo. 

Construction will begin shortly 
on the remaining phases. These in¬ 
clude three further Victorian and 
Edwardian Grade II listed build¬ 
ings, designed between 1879 and 
1920 by Crickmay, the architect 
Thomas Hardy worked for before 
his career as a writer. 

Waterhouse has a track record in 


the restoration of listed buildings 
and innovative new build mixed- 
use projects. The scheme is de¬ 
signed by leading UK architects 
CZWG and Conran & Partners. 

Andrew Wadsworth, Director of 
Waterhouse, said: “Resolution’s 
decision to invest in Brewery 
Square as our joint venture partner 
is an endorsement of the quality 
and commercial strength of the 
project. The development will 
strengthen Dorchester’s retail, 
leisure and lifestyle offer. With 
Resolution on board we are press¬ 
ing ahead with delivery of the next 
phase.”

Magna cash boost for charity 


A CHARITY helping improve the 
lives of slum dwellers in Africa and 
Asia has been given a £21,000 cash 
boost from the Magna Housing 
Group. 

The Dorchester-based organisation 
is lending British charity Homeless 
International £21,000, which repre¬ 
sents one hundredth of one percent of 
its total borrowing facilities. 

Through the “one basis point chal¬ 
lenge”, the money will go into Home¬ 
less International’s guarantee fund 
which encourages banks to lend to the 
charity’s partners in their local cur¬ 
rency for housing and infrastructure 
projects. The fund has enabled the 
charity to access more than £1 million 
in loans. 

Magna chief executive Graham 
Colls said: “Homeless International’s 
overseas partners often find it difficult 
to access affordable loans to fund 


projects. Financial institutions gener¬ 
ally view lending for the poor as high 
risk and low return. Often, poor peo¬ 
ple are not considered ‘bankable’ - un¬ 
like businesses, government and 
wealthier residents - and in some 
countries interest rates are simply not 
yet affordable to the poor. 

“Magna’s contribution is a drop in 
the ocean, but added to other loans, it 
has the potential to make a big differ¬ 
ence.” 

Magna, which is the main social 
housing provider in West Dorset, al¬ 
ready has strong links with South 
Africa. A few years ago, it funded the 
production of a DVD there showing 
people how to build their own houses. 
This was done through the Southern 
African Housing Federation.

with MP OLIVER LETWIN 



The thought of the Select Committee 
makes Christmas a distant memory 


THE Christmas holidays (rather shorter for some of us 
than others) are now firmly over and Westminster is 
back to work with a vengeance. 

From my own point of view, the dates of Parliament 
sitting are not particularly significant, since both con¬ 
stituency work and the work of government go on re¬ 
gardless of the Parliamentary timetable - and, as 
someone with responsibility for policy in general rather 
than for any particular Department, I do not find myself 
spending hours and hours taking particular legislation 
through the House of Commons. 

But, occasionally, I am called into the House to answer 
questions from a Select Committee or on the floor of 
the House itself. And this is exactly what happened just 
after Parliament came back to work in the New Year. I 
was commanded to appear before the Public Adminis¬ 
tration Select Committee to answer questions about the 
Government’s business plans. 

This is a fairly terrifying ordeal for any Minister. The 
Government’s business plans span around 500 pages of 
densely packed timetables and data. And, despite the 
fact that I have been involved in constructing all of 
them, it is manifestly impossible to remember every¬ 
thing about all of them at any one moment. 

But the members of the Select Committee in a horse¬ 
shoe opposite the luckless interviewee, can ask anything 
about anything and they certainly expect a coherent an¬ 
swer without delay. 

You have only got to exhibit a slight hesitation and a 


pause for thought to find yourself with the piercing eyes 
of every member of the Committee clearly indicating 
that they have spotted a Minister who doesn’t know 
what he is talking about. 

And, of course, there is nothing that Parliamentarians 
enjoy more than discovering that a fellow Member who 
has the luck to be in ministerial office is incompetent. 

The other terrifying feature of the scene is that there 
is a very fine convention that, however rebarbative or 
aggressive the Committee becomes, the witness appear¬ 
ing before it must always recognise it as an emanation 
of the majesty of Parliament and must maintain com¬ 
plete courtesy. 

So any attempt to respond in a way that would suggest 
any lack of esteem for the Committee itself, or for the 
questions it is posing is regarded as a case of lese ma- 
jeste and leads to immediate disaster for the Minister or 
other witness concerned. 

This, of course, helps to keep the atmosphere much 
more sensible than it typically is in the bear-pit of Prime 
Minister’s Questions; but it also means that you have a 
very distinct feeling of treading continuously on egg 
shells. 

In the event, on this occasion, I am happy to report 
that the Committee was gentle enough - but preparing 
for the event and walking into the room was certain 
enough to dispel any memories of the Christmas pud¬ 
ding. 


Cut waste, bin less, save money 

REDUCING waste by one kilo per household a week could save Dorset County Council a mas¬ 
sive £800,000 this year. Last year Dorset households threw away a total 200,000 tonnes of rub¬ 
bish - the same weight as around 14,000 double decker buses. Around 97,000 tonnes of this 
household waste was sent to landfill resulting in a cost to the Dorset taxpayer of £6.8million. 
Over the next four years landfill tax is set to rocket by an extra £32 a tonne costing around a 
further £3m per year. 

Residents are being urged to cut the amount of rubbish they throw in their bins by a kilo a 
week. If every household reduced their waste by the equivalent of a bag of sugar, Dorset could 
save £800,000 this year, increasing to £1.1 m in four years time. 

Dorset County Council's cabinet member for the environment Robert Gould said:"Residents 
have shown they are enthusiastic recyclers but we want to encourage them to go further and 
reduce the amount of waste they produce in the first place. As landfill costs are set to escalate, 
it's increasingly important for people to bin less rubbish. 

"The easiest way to cut waste by a kilo a week is to reduce the amount of food thrown in 
the bin. Surprisingly, around a third of the food we buy ends up being thrown away. Cutting 
this will save money on weekly food bills and help protect the environment as well as help us 
reduce our huge landfill tax and disposal costs - imagine how the money saved could be put 
to better use on providing other services."

Portuguese artist displays'war 
rug'at Bridport Arts Centre 


DOES a single object create an exhibition? In this in¬ 
stance, Bridport Arts Centre's Allsop Gallery features 
the first showing of artist Carlos Noronha Feio's lat¬ 
est and giant 'war rug' - so large it commands the 
entire gallery leaving only room for an audience, and 
this dramatic work certainly deserves a thoughtful 
one. 

Carlos Noronha Feio is an artist who weaves his 
own national identity with others he encounters. His 
work is engaged with the points at which geography 
and migration meet, where different cultures collide, 
interfere and impose their own imperatives on each 
other. 

War rugs have a long history in 
Afghanistan, revived significantly at 
the time of the Russian occupation a 
generation ago. As with other rugs 
designed and commissioned by Car¬ 
los, he works with carpet weavers in 
Arrailos in his native Portugal. They 
work only using local traditional 
techniques and methods of produc¬ 
tion. These express great similarities 
with those found in Afghanistan, 
both arising from the influences of 
the ancient Moorish culture they 
hold in common. 

The exhibition programme in¬ 
cludes talks, significantly a conversa¬ 
tion between the artist and Michael 
Petry, curator of the Royal Academy 
Schools gallery and co-author of 'In¬ 
stallation art in the new Millenium.' 

His forthcoming book 'The art of not 
making - the artist, artisan relation¬ 


ship' from Thames & Hudson referencing Carlos's 
work, is being published in April. 

A performance of a collaboration with musician 
Ergo Phizmizwill add a soundtrack to the several lay¬ 
ers of meanings in the rug. Details of both events will 
be on the Arts Centre website. 

The exhibition includes opportunities for group 
visits both discussion based, or practical, interactive 
sessions. If you think your school, community group 
or society would be interested in this, please contact 
the Box Office at Bridport Arts Centre. 

The exhibition has been made possible with a 
grant from the CalousteGulbenkian Foundation, UK.

Abbey is to return with a new series for Christmas 2011, it has been announced. 

The costume drama about the day-to-day life of a wealthy country family 
and their servants won legions of fans when it debuted last year, and viewers 
have been promised it will come back with an eight-part second series in the 
autumn. 

Laura Mackie, director of drama at ITV said: "Julian has come up with a fan¬ 
tastic story that will give the audience the chance to enjoy the experience of 
the festive season at Downton Abbey. We're delighted to have this as part of 
our Christmas schedule for December 2011." 

The first series, starring Hugh Bonneville as the Earl of Grantham and Maggie 
Smith as Dowager Countess of Grantham, ended with the outbreak of the First 
World War. The second series could see the entire master/servant dynamic 
turned upside down as the characters sign up to fight alongside one another 
to serve their country. 

Downton Abbey premiered on ITV1 last September with an audience of 11.8 
million and its finale on November 7 was watched by 12.8 million viewers, mak¬ 
ing episode seven the biggest audience for an episode of a new drama series 
on any channel since 2003. 

The show has just opened the Classic season on the Masterpiece channel in 
the US, with early figures revealing that it has doubled the season's average 
audience, reaching 6.7 million people and making it the highest-rated show 
Masterpiece has transmitted in recent years.

Academy sets World Record 


THE Weymouth & Porland Sailing 
Academy has received confirma¬ 
tion that it has officially set the 
Guinness World Record™ for the 
largest Parade of Boats'. 

The attempt took place on Sun¬ 
day, July 25 2010 on the Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland waters and 
featured over 300 young Optimist 
sailors. 


The requirements to set the new 
world record were extensive; re¬ 
quiring 300 plus people, all hold¬ 
ing a full licence for their boat, to 
sail a minimum distance of two 
miles without any significant gaps 
in the flow of boats. 

The attempt was completed 
with a total of 318 Optimist sailors. 

The record attempt required a 


huge amount of skill from the 
young sailors, all aged between 
seven and 15, who had to navi¬ 
gate the two mile course whilst 
keeping a distance of less than 
two-boat lengths from the other 
boats. 

The success of the attempt can 
be attributed to the talent of the 
sailors who were welcomed from 
across Europe, Asia, United Arab 
Emirates and even Oceania. 

Many of them will have aspira¬ 
tions of Olympic sailing one day 
like many of their predecessors 
from the Optimist class. 

John Tweed, Chief Executive at 
the Weymouth and Portland Na¬ 
tional Sailing Academy, com¬ 
mented:'We are extremely proud 
of what we accomplished back in 
July, now officially being a world 
record holder, I want to extend a 
big thanks to everyone that made 
it possible.

PAUL BLAKE is in good heart and form ahead of the I PC 
World Championships that start in Christchurch, New 
Zealand this weekend. 

Paul, from Charlton Down, celebrated his 21st birthday 
at training camp in Auckland last week before moving 
to the south island on Monday after ten days of intensive 
training. 

These paralympic games are the last major gathering 
before London 2012, and Paul who will be competing in 
the T36 class in three events has great prospects of 
medals in all three disciplines. 

His mother Kate told View From: "His emails have been 
very upbeat. He is enjoying the hot weather and despite 
a 27 hour flight, he says he is feeling strong and training 
has gone well." 

The games open on Friday, and Paul's begins his quest 
for medals with the final of the 1500m on Sunday (23 rd) 
for which he is currently the fastest man in the world.

VICKERS: OUR HEARTS ARE BIGGER

DORCHESTER Town manager Ashley Vickers re¬ 
mained positive after his side conceded a last minute 
equaliser to prevent an upset in the FA Trophy. 

Having taken the lead after twice being behind, the 
Magpies had to be content with a draw against Blue 
Square Premier League Eastbourne Borough after 
fullback Neil Jenkins scored with an acrobatic over¬ 
head kick. 

It meant the Magpies had to travel to Priory Lane 
on Tuesday to see who would host Guiseley for a 
place in the quarter-finals of the non-leagues major 
cup competition. 

Vickers was not sympathetic to the fact that East¬ 
bourne had lost six of their last seven league matches 
by rejecting suggestions they came to The Avenue in 
poor form. 

"That means nothing to me! At the end of the day 
they're in the league above with a budget probably 
twice as big as ours. Their players are meant to show 
that, but man for man we got hold of them and im¬ 
posed ourselves on them. 


"They may be physically bigger than us but our 
hearts are bigger and that's why I will always back my 
players to the hilt." 

He added: "We matched Eastbourne in every facet 
and can count ourselves very unlucky not to have 
won it. I thought the lads were outstanding. 

They gave everything, as always, they had some 
luck, but not in other areas, and I think we had more 
chances and possession. 

People would be expecting them to beat us but we 
matched them in every facet of the game, and can 
feel ourselves unlucky in not winning the game." 

Whilst in praise of his side's efforts, Vickers was also 
critical about two of the goals they conceded; 
Richard Pacquette's second goal and the late 
equaliser. 

"It was another supreme effort from the lads to 
come back twice and then take the lead but it was 
disappointing to concede the goals apart from the 


first one. 

"You don't mind conceding from a bit of sublime 
skill but not when it's an organisational thing. We 
need to talk a little better and be more organised. 

"Your ability as a defender is not just winning your 
tackles and headers, you have to be verbal and pass 
information on and be vocal. It's the same for goal¬ 
keepers. 

"It's a big part of football and that's what we need 
out there; to be vocal. Because of the young age of 
our team sometimes we can concentrate too hard on 
our own job, which is admirable, but we also need to 
look at other things around us. However, that will 
come with experience." 

Vickers was full of praise for Nick Crittenden in 
showing his experience in scoring his two goals, as 
well as Ryan Moss who he felt had another outstand¬ 
ing game. 

Vickers will be without Steve Devlin for the replay 
as he is suspended, so James Coutts looks to take his 
place.
